DARING ROBBERY IN’ 
KWANGTUNG.

Qn the night of the rgth of the 8h moon 
between forty and fifty robbers plundered 
nineteen houses at Yungshing, Kwangtung, 
and captured four or five people wha were 
subsequently held for ransom. On the 
night of the 15th another band of robbers, 
numbering over one hundred, altacked with 
‘unusual audacity eighteen lodging houses 
outside of Kweichou, Kwangtung, and took 
away with them three persons as prisoners, 
Just on the point of leaving they set fire to 
the guards station. ‘Onthe night of the 
16th again they attacked a lodging-house 
inside of Kwelchou and held one person for 
ransom. Qn’ the asth at a place east of 
Yuogehi, and at Tangtu, a market-town, they 
‘| plunddred six houses and made off with light 


“mouths.” On the: night of the 26th Makiang i 


had to sufferthe misfortune of being plundered, |' 
On the night of the 28th Yungchi met with a 
similar fate. On the night of the 29h another 
four houses were plondered, one person was 
held for ransom and one passer-by killed. At 
tho junction between Shunte and Usiangshan, 
a8 faras the eyecan reach the place,’ there. are 
nothing bat fields, wholly occupied by the farm- 
ing class. On account ‘of the native disorderly 
elements some preparations for self-defence 
were made, Sometimeduring the 8th moon these 
dangerous characters presented their demands 
to'the -villagers, adding ‘that if. they ‘were not 
satisfied, they would soon come to destroy them:
